(On January 5, 2011 a responsible adult was not available to 
accompany an USDA inspector on inspection.) 

3.76 (a) • Sufficiently heat and cool indoor housing facilities when 

necessary to protect nonhuman primates from temperature 
extremes and to provide for their health and well-being. 
Ambient temperature in the facility must not fall below 45 °F 
for more than 4 consecutive hours when nonhuman primates 
are present, and not rise above 85 °F for more than 4 
consecutive hours when nonhuman primates are pesent. The 
ambient temperature must be maintained at a level that 
ensures the health and well-being of the species housed, as 
directed by the attending veterinarian, in accordance with 
generally accepted professional and husbandry practices. 
(**On January 31, 2011, housing temperatures for two primates fell 
below 32 °F. 

**On March 15, 2011, housing temperatures for two primates was 
approximately 36 °F. 

**On April 29, 2011, housing temperatures were monitored since last 
inspection on March 15, 2011. There were 11 episodes where 
temperature fell below 45 °F.
